WHAT IF EARLY FROSTS COME? 


Early frost in autumn, as well 


as late frost in spring, is one of the 
unpredictable hazards of vegetable 
growing, fruit raising, and general 
fanning. Of course, the heaviest toll 
from fruit is taken in the spring, 
but vegetables and sometimes late 
field corn suffer severe damages 
when Jack Frost decides to pay an 
unexpected visit in late September 
of even in early October. How to 
minimize losses before he leaves 
his calling card is one of thevmore 
important matters to consider at 
this time.

Man's efforts to grow food in the 


northern latitudes of the temperate 
zone are largely a race against in- 
clement weather. He must gamble 
with spring freezes in plans to start 
crops as early as practicable;. he 
must incur similar risks to keep his 
soil productive as late in the fall 
as possible. Unfortunately he has 
practiced more effective measures 
against spring frosts than against 
their equally dangerous counter- 
parts in early autumn. 


First among facilities to frustrate 


the perils- of early fall freezes Js 
plenty of coldframe space. Inv^jt- 
ments of materials and labor to 
construct coldframes are not only 
wise for this purpose, but the sine 
equipment, can be kept profitably 
useful over at least 75 per cent of 
the entire calendar year. Late to- 
imato vines, laden with immature 
! tomatoes, may be moved to the 
! coldframe. Likewise late green pep- 


I pers and green beans and peas may 


i be stored in frames without remov- 
! ing them from the plants for at least 
: a fc* days. 
| Normally there are several weeks 
'of ideal growing weather in Oc- 
tober and sometimes up into early 
November. 'Gardeners should risk 
leaving late tender crops-iHcc snap 
beans and green peas, also late 
limas, peppers, and cucumbers, to 
enjoy these probable excellent op- 
portunities after the first brief 
flurries of frost pass. Of course, it 
is a gamble, but in perhaps seven 
autumns out of ten it pays good 
dividends in .late vegetables.

M an’s efforts to grow food in the 
northern latitudes of the tem perate 
zone are largely a race against in ­ 
clement weather, He m ust gamble 
with spring freezes in plans to start 
crops as early as practicable; he 
must incur similar risks to keep his 
soil productive as late in the fall 
as possible. U nfortunately he has 
practiced more effective measures 
against spring frosts than against 
their equally 
dangerous counter­ 
parts in early autum n. 
First among facilities to frustrate 


the perils of early fall freezes Ls 
plenty of cold Ira me space. Invest­ 
ments of m aterials and labor to 
construct coldlrame.s are not only 
wise for this purpose, but the same 
equipment can be kept profitably 
j useful over at least 75 j>er cent of 
the entire calendar year. Late to­ 
mato vines, laden with im mature 
tomatoes, may be moved to the 
coldframe. Likewise late green pep­ 
pers and green beans and peas may 
be stored in frames without remov­ 
ing them from the plants for at least 
a few days.
